We  are  proud  to  be  detailed  by  Mr.  Lotus  Sullivan  to  sell 
his  coins  for  him.  I  can  easily  say,  that  his  cents  are  by  far 
the  most  beautiful  I  have  seen,  and  I  have  seen  plenty!
